Our last lesson left Paul in the Cas­ 
tle Antonia at the northwest corner of 
the temple in the custody of the Ho­ 
man soldiers who took him before the 
Sanhedrim for trial. 
Twenty-two or 
twenty-three years before, Paul (then 
Saul) was a member of that same 
council, and gave his voice against 
Stephen, the first Christian martyr: 
eh. 22: 20, and Paul now stands where 
Stephen then stood. 
The Sanhedrim 
failing to agree, Paul was brought to 
( e-area, to escape assignation, and to 
be tried before tie- Governor. 
All his 
plans and hopes to unite the Jewish 
and Gentile Christians, and to save his 
countrymen—the .Jews—had failed. 
Per»- ns mentioned in the lesson —Fe­ 
lix. the Governor arid his wife Drusilla; 
Paul the prisoner; Ananias the High 
Priest and prosecutor; and Tertullus 
the lawyer. 
Felix was the most notor­ 
iously unprincipled of all Ju d ea’s gov­ 
ernors under Homan rule,—a manu­ 
mitted slave placed in power through 
Hie influence of his brother Pallas, who 
was h favorite of the Emperor. 
His 
eight years of rule w< re characterized 
by relentless cruelty, lust and crime. 
Two years after our lesson he was sum­ 
moned to Horne to answer charges pre­ 
ferred against him by the Jews; and 
hut for the intercession of his influen­ 
tial brother fie would have suffered the 
punishment he merited; as it was his 
life 
was 
spared. 
Drusilla was a 
daughter of 
Herod Agrlppa 
I, the 
Herod 
who beheaded 
the 
Apostle 
James (Acts 12: 2) and 
was afterward 
“ eatvn of worms,” (Acts 12: 21 23) She 
was sister of Bernice and Agrlppa II 
(ch 2d: 1). 
Drusilla was famous for her 
beauty and at the age of rifteen 
was 
married to .vzizus, the king of Hamath 
in Lebanon; but through the aid of 
Simon, the Sorcerer of Cyprus, Felix 
induced tmr to leave her husband to 
become his ( Felix’s)* wife. 
She had one 
son whose* mod likoiy to continue the 
IL'rodbin name and rub* (or misrule), 
but she and tier son both perished in 
Pompeii b\ the eruption of Mt. Vesu­ 
vius V I > 79 
and thus t he race of 
I lei oil l>* came extinct, 
V. 10, 
Tertulles, the lawyer formu­ 
lated three charges against Paul. Se­ 
dition, Heresy and Sacrilege. 
Paul 
procot ds to answer to these churgi : 
though they had not been proved: the 
Jew*, present however asserted that the 
ohargen were true. 
V. 
11. 
“ But twelve days since I 
went up to Jerusalem .” The first day 
he was received by the ehuch, ch. 21: 
17, the second day he was with James 
and the elders; ch. 21: 18 19. the third 
day he took the Nazarite vow and for 
the next live days he was continuously 
wit.li the four men -who took the vow 
—night and day, separate from 
the 
people, worshiping and observing the 
Nazarite ceremonies in the “ Chamber 
of the Nazarites,” in the temple: and 
this brings him up to the day of his 
arrest after which he was in custody. 
Paul thus shows that it was impossible 
for any of the charges to be true; and 
as Felix wa« acquainted with those cus­ 
toms, Haul “ cheerfully” answers -for 
himself, (see v. 10 last el.)

Paul now shows that what 
the Jews chose to call heresy in him, is 
his faith in the J e w ’s own religion, 
that he bell-led in fact,what they pro­ 
fessed to bel ie\ 0 .

Some modern scholars 
accept 
of 
scriptural truth, and especially of rev­ 
elation, only what they can understand 
and demonstrate; they style themselves 
“ hight r critics;” but Paul, one of the 
wisest and most learned men of his 
time, believed “ all things which arc 
written in the la w and in the proph­ 
ets. ’ 
Y. 15, 
The “ Hope toward God” was 
the hope of the resurrection founded on 
God’s promise. 
Most of the Jews, the 
Sadduceea excepted, believed the doc. 
trine. 
V. 16. 
On account of his belief Paul 
exercised himself to have a 
“ con­ 
science void of offense;” the word “ ex­ 
ercise” suggests training. 
Vs. I s 19. 
The “ certain Jew s from 
Asia may have held a grudge against 
Paul, (ch. 19: 26 v.) and these had gone 
home avoiding the trial, for had they 
appeared and testified, they 
might 
have been convicted of a conspiracy 
against the life of a free born Roman 
citizen and paid the penalty of their 
crime with their lives.

P a u l’s greatest crime, in 
the eyes of the council, v\as preaching 


the resurrection. 
W h y? Ch. 5: 28 last 
clause. 
Felix knew something about 
the Jewish religion—his wife was a 
Jewess; he knew sometfiing about the 
Christian faith, for Ph ilip and Cornel­ 
ius lived at Ceserea: he had all the 
light he needed, and if he had been 
honorable he would, like Gallio, have 
driven the Jews from the judgment 
seat and discharged Paul.

It was on one of those showery days 
which incite reb ellion in the heart of 
even a pious Scotchm an that I journeyed 
into F orfarshire to visit the G lam is cas­ 
tle. 
There were b road prospects of v a l­ 
ley, moor and woodland and entrancing 
vistas of the G ram pians b efore the a n ­ 
cient village of G lam is was reached and 
the b attlem onted gatew ay w ith its lions 
and curious images was passed. W ithin 
opened a splendid park w ith level m e a d ­ 
ows and stately avenues, and in the d is­ 
tance was one of the oldest castles in 
Scotland. 
The residence of Lord S tra th­ 
more, fam ous 
in the history of the 
H ighlands and the apocryphal scene of 
the tragedy of “ Macb eth. ” 
The central 
tower has stood since the tenth century, 
and two w ings were b uilt ab out it 
111 
the seventeenth century b y the first E arl 
of Strathm ore. 
The nam e of the first 
b uilder is unknow n, and his w ork has 
b een sub jected to structural changes b y 
the architects of the reconstruction pe­ 
riod, who transform ed the grim , b attle- 
rnented castle iu the north into a French 
b aronial residence in the style of the 
six teenth century. 
Inferior to W arwick castle in pictur­ 
esqueness and scenic surroundings, it 
appeals more strongly to the im a gin a ­ 
tion as a relic of feudalism , haunted w ith 
ghostly presences and w ith tragic mem 
ories. 
With its richly furnished d ra w ­ 
ling rooms and costly w orks of art, the 
interior of Warwick castle, in spite of 
its antiquity, impresses the visitor as a 
m agnificent modern residence, and this 
effect is increased when 
the liveried 
guides conduct large parties through the 
apartm ents, catalogue the paintings b y 
old m asters and estim ate the value of 
b uhl cab inets, tapestries and mosaic ta 
hies. 
A t G lam is there are no professional 
guides w ith stale jokes and 
auction 
room rhapsodies. 
The visitor, from the 
m om ent he enters the great door at tla- 
b ase of the ancient tower, is convinced 
that it is a mysterious old castle w ith 
secret stairw ays and b lood stains on the 
floors and wonders w hether, like Sir 
Walter Scott, he would like to sleep 
111 
the haunted rooms. 
One of the three staircases seen in the 
b asement of the tower leads to the room 
w here Malcolm 11 is reputed to have 
b eei^assassinated, and in one of the lip 
permost cham b ers a b edstead is pointed 
out as the one on w hich the king died. 
In another b edroom is shown underneatii 
the floor the entrance to a staircase w ith 
hidden passages connecting w ith otiiei 
apartm ents. 
A secret well in one of the 
gieat w alls leads to an upper 
room 
whore prisoners were 
once confined 
Every tim e repairs are ordered sum« 
discovery is m ade— an unsuspected s ta ir­ 
case or fireplace, or some peculiarity of 
the original design or of the w ork of 
the reconstruction architects w hich had 
previously escaped ob servation. 
A fter 
groping through tHe dim ly lighted cor 
ridors the visitor is readily convinced 
that there is a secret apartm ent know n 
only to the lord of the castle, and half 
ex pects to hear Lady Macb eth “ Infirm 
of purpose, give me the daggers, ” or 
“ The sleeping and the dead are b ut ¡is 
pictures.” Even when he is show n into 
the room w here Earl Beardie started a 
gam e of dice w ith satan, which was to 
last un til the day of judgm ent, he lis 
tens intently and almost fancies that he 
can hear a strange clicking noise like 
the shaking of a diceb ox . 
A rare old 
place is G lam is castle! It does not mat 
ter w hether the right king was murdered 
in “ M acb eth” or w hether any sovereign, 
a Duncan or a Malcolm, was ev* r assas­ 
sinated w ithin the cast le walls. 
Mys 
terv b roods over the ancient feudal pile, 
It has the scenic setting for b ygone, trag 
edy and ghost ly visitations. 
There are many handsome rooms in 
the cs is tie. 
T he dining room is a splen 
did b anquet hull, w ith floor and w a in ­ 
scot of oak, a richly carved sideb oard 
and chim ney piece, and w ith the arm s 
and mottoes of the Strathmore« and con 
ueeted fam ilies emb lazoned on the side 
wall. 
The great hall is a vaulted room 
w ith massive stone walls, and it is 
adorned w ith coats of chain m ail, old 
tim e weapons and firearms and hun tin g 
trophies. The draw ing room b us antique 
furn iture,an immense fireplace of carved 
stone, a French ceiling elegantly de 
signed, and portraits hs' Mr Peter Lely 
and other famous painters, 
in the b ;l 
Hard room there are additional fam ily 
portraits and four panels in tapestry 1 ep 
resenting scent -in t lie life of N eb uchad­ 
nezzar. 
1 he chapel is larger and hand 
sumer than the one in W arwick castle, 
and it has fine stained giass window s 
am! Bib lical scenes painted in panels 
ujkui the ceiling and side w alls 
Richly 
furnished 
as the great rooms ¡ire, it is 
the central tower, w ith its spiral stair 
cases and dark vaulted corridors, that 
gives character to the castle as 
¡1 media*

Chiim’H Viceroy Took Literally an Invita 
tion to K« oort » Lady. 
Speaking of the first m eeting of Li 
H ung Chang and John W. Foster, on 
w hich occasion the Chinese viceroy e n ­ 
tertained a w om an at dinner for the 
first tim e in the person of Mrs. Foster, 
the W ashington C apital vouches for the 
follow ing story, w hich is oue of the 
best illustrations of true oriental cour­ 
tesy, comb ined w ith the peculiar serious­ 
ness and m atter of fact ness of the Cbi- 
ueso m ind, ever related: 
W hen she w as introduced to the vice­ 
roy, Mrs. Foster wondered how she w as 
to b e taken 
into the b anq uet room. 
Some tim e b efore, it seems, Li H un g 
Cluing had b een guest of honor at a d in ­ 
ner given b y the Russian emb assador, 
and b eing asked to take the em b assador’s 
w ife to the d ining room, proceeded to 
comply w ith u literalness w hich aston­ 
ished all the guests. 
The viceroy is a 
giant in stature, and the em b assador’s 
w ife b eing a sm all woman, he had no 
difficulty 111 picking her up b odily and 
carrying her to the tab le. 
Mrs. Foster did not yearn for such 
honor and called upon her husb an d ’s 
diplomacy to arrange that she should b o 
escorted in ¡1 less vigorous m anner. Mr. 
Foster's tact vvas equal to the occasion, 
and w hen t he doors were throw n open 
Li H ung C hang led the w ay, and Mrs. 
Foster followed him.

the end of a hose arm are suspended 
many grotesque or pretty objects run­ 
ning all the way round the light. 
These figures are cut from cardboard 
or are made of bamboo, silk, cotton and 
other materials 
They represent horses, 
warriors, peasant women carrying loads 
upon their heads, fishes, dragons, ser­ 
pents, griffins, knights on horseback, 
famous 
kings upon 
equally famous 
chargers, birds, butterflies and inserts. 
Many are cut out of colored translucent 
material, so that the light goes through 
them and is tinged 111 the passage. 
The moment the candle, or the gas, 
where that is employed, is lighted, the 
hot air ascending causes the windmill 
to revolve. This makes the figures travel 
iu u circle around the flame, casting a 
shadow, dark, pale or colored, upon tho 
translucent panes. 
By alternating the 
characters it may be beasts pursuing 
men, soldiers chasing an enemy or birds 
and animals 111 fight. 
The effect is very pretty, and, as the 
fine thread or wire which suspends the 
figure casts almost no shadow, the ap­ 
pearance is very puzzling to an on­ 
looker. 
The little figures are cut from 
metal stencils by women and children, 
who display considerable skill and taste 


111 constructing them for this curious 
style of

I r o n W o r k i n g I u C e n tr a l A f r lr a . 


The working of iron is certainly the 
most advanced art in this region of A f­ 
rica. 
Tho ore is mined, smelted aim 
fashioned by the natives with great 
skill. 
Outside many of the villages 
stands tho village smithy, merely a 
roof of shade boughs and grass Hupjxirt- 
ed by stakes. 
Here congregate the v il­ 
lage gossips, who justify their presence 
by an occasional turn at the bellows. 
The tools are primitive, a rock for an 
anvil, a weighty stone for the sledge 
and pieces of iron bound to wooden 
.handles for the finer shaping and orna­ 
mental work. 
The bellows consist of 
two goatskins, each furnished with an 
opt-n mouth like a purse, and connected 
up by a piece of bamboo pipe to a nar­ 
row clay union nozzle about 9 inches 
long. 
The blower sits on the ground, seizes 
the mouth of each skin in either hand, 
and raises and lowers them alternately, 
first with the mouth ojien and with u 
quick upward stroke to take in the air, 
then with the mouth clos» dand a trem­ 
ulous downward pressure to force the 
blast. 
B y this rude process a hot char­ 
coal fire is maintained, and tin- work 
turned out is excellent for the primitive 
implements used— knives of great util 
ity, and which take a good rough cut­ 
ting edge; arrowheads and spears, many 
of them curiously barbed and twisted, 
and some showing a knowledge of the 
value of tho “ blood groove;” axes for 
battle and for general purixises, orna­ 
mented with linear patterns and Gault* I 
edges, and with the blades set at an 
acute angle to the shaft so that every 
ounce of power is transmitted in the 
direction of the blow.—Geographical 
Journal
